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New Kentucky Laws Become Effective Today 


Per the Kentucky Con¬ 
stitution, new laws must 
take effect 90 days after the 
adjournment of the legis¬ 
lature. Because the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly adjourned 
March 25, the new laws 
take effect was today 

There are some excep¬ 
tions, such as bills that 
contain an emergency 
clause, like this year’s 
measure to fight heroin 
abuse. Other bills speci¬ 
fied their own effective 
dates, such as a measure 
that goes into effect early 
next year to offer some 
civil protections to victims 
of dating violence. 

Here’s a quick run¬ 
down of some laws that 
take effect June 24: 

•Beer distribution. 
House Bill 168 states that 
beer brewing companies 
can’t own beer distribu¬ 
torships. The measure is

meant to affirm that beer 
is not exempt from the 
state’s three-tier system of 
regulating — and keeping 
separate — alcoholic bev¬ 
erage producers, distribu¬ 
tors and retailers. 

•Charitable gaming. 
Senate Bill 33 will allow 
electronic versions of pull- 
tab Bingo tickets at chari¬ 
table Bingo halls. 

•Child abuse. SB 102 
will allow a death caused 
by intentional abuse to be 
considered first-degree 
manslaughter. 

•Child booster seats. HB 
315 will require booster 
seats to be used in motor 
vehicles by children who 
are less than eight years 
old and are between 40 and 
57 inches in height. 

•Crowdfunding. HB 76 
will help Kentucky entre¬ 
preneurs to gain investors 
through crowdfunding. 


A variety of music will 
be performed. Refresh¬ 
ments and drinks will be 
provided. 


The bill will allow people to 
invest up to $10,000 through 
a crowdfunding platform 
while helping businesses 
raise up to $2 million. 

•Drug abuse. HB 24 is 
designed to prevent youth 
from misusing certain 
cough medicines to get 
high — sometimes called 
“robotripping” — by 
restricting access to medi¬ 
cines that contain dextro¬ 
methorphan. The bill will 
prevent sales of dextro¬ 
methorphan-based prod¬ 
ucts, such as Robitussin- 
DM or Nyquil, to minors. 

•Drunk driving. SB 133 
will expand the use of 
ignition interlocks for peo¬ 
ple caught driving under 
the influence of alcohol. 
An ignition interlock is 
about the size of a mobile 
phone and is wired into 
the ignition system of a 
vehicle. People convicted 
of a DUI must blow into 
the device in order to start 
their vehicle. If they have 
a measurable amount of 
alcohol in their system, 
the vehicle will not start. 

•Early childhood 
development. HB 234 will 
require early child care 


and education programs 
to follow a state quality- 
based rating system. 

•Emergency respond¬ 
ers. SB 161 will authorize 
the governor to order that 
U.S. flags be lowered to 
half-staff on state build¬ 
ings if a Kentucky first- 
responder dies in the line 
of duty 

•End-of-life care. SB 77 
will allow Kentuckians 
to use a health care direc¬ 
tive known as a “medical 
order for scope of treat¬ 
ment.” These orders spell 
out patients’ wishes for 
end-of-life care. Unlike 
advance directives, the 
orders are considered to be 
physician’s orders and are 
signed by both the patient 
or patient’s legal surrogate, 
and the patient’s physician. 

•Hunters. SB 55 will 
ensure that game meat 
can be donated to nonprof¬ 
it organizations to feed 
the hungry as long as the 
meat was properly field 
dressed and processed and 
is considered disease-free 
and unspoiled. 

•Kentucky Employees 
Retirement System. HB 62 
will make sure the agen¬ 


cies that want to leave 
the Kentucky Employees 
Retirement System pay 
their part of the system’s 
unfunded liability 

•Newborn health screen¬ 
ing. SB 75 will require new¬ 
born health screenings to 
include checks for Krabbe 
Disease, an inherited disor¬ 
der that affects the nervous 
system. 

•Retirement systems. 
HB 47 will add the Leg¬ 
islators’ Retirement Plan, 
the Judicial Retirement 
Plan, and the Kentucky 
Teachers’ Retirement Sys¬ 
tem to the Public Pension 
Oversight Board’s review 
responsibilities. 

•Spina bifida. SB 159 
will require health care 
providers to give informa¬ 
tion about spina bifida and 
treatment options to par¬ 
ents whose unborn chil¬ 
dren have been diagnosed 
with the disorder. 

•Stroke care. SB 10 will 
improve care for stroke vic¬ 
tims by requiring the state 
to make sure local emer¬ 
gency services have access 
to a list of all acute stroke- 
ready hospitals, compre¬ 
hensive stroke centers, and 


primary stroke centers 
in Kentucky Emergency 
medical services directors 
would be required to create 
protocols for assessment 
and treatment of stroke 
victims. 

•Tax check-offs. SB 82 
will place check-off boxes 
on tax forms to give peo¬ 
ple getting state income 
tax refunds the option 
of donating a portion of 
their refund to support 
child cancer research, the 
Special Olympics or rape 
crisis centers. 

•Telephone deregula¬ 
tion. HB 152 is aimed at 
modernizing telecommu¬ 
nications and allowing 
more investment in mod¬ 
ern technologies by end¬ 
ing phone companies’ obli¬ 
gations to provide landline 
phone services to custom¬ 
ers in urban and suburban 
areas if they provide ser¬ 
vice through another tech¬ 
nology, such as a wireless 
or Internet-based phone 
service. While rural cus¬ 
tomers can keep landline 
phones, newly construct¬ 
ed homes in rural areas 
won’t be guaranteed land¬ 
line services.

New business owners 
will find the Kentucky 
Business One Stop Portal 
even easier to navigate, 
thanks to new time- and 
cost-saving features. With 
a single log-on at onestop. 
ky.gov, business owners 
can register with both the 
Secretary of State’s Office 
and the Department of 
Revenue, file their with¬ 
holding tax return and 
renew Occupations & 
Professional licenses. 

One of the most notice¬ 
able changes is that 
when a business receives 
approval, the applicant 
will see the transactions 
on a “dashboard.” From 
the dashboard the owner 
can access all pertinent 
information including the 
automatically assigned 
tax account numbers and 
the ability to immediately 
view and print a Sales and 
Use Tax Permit. 

Other new interactive 
features mean changes 
take place in real time 
and include: 

— A unique Common¬ 
wealth Business Identi¬ 
fication number (CBI), 
which will eventually be 
the only number that a 
business needs to inter¬ 
act with state govern¬ 
ment. 

— A streamlined cen¬ 
tral registration system.

More Females Becoming 
Biomed Equipment Techs 


Now a business will need 
to enter or update only 
once “common informa¬ 
tion” such as business 
name, address and phone 
number. 

— The capability for 
businesses to manage 
security for their own 
data by delegating access 
to other individuals such 
as lawyers, accountants 
or managers. 

Phase one enhance¬ 
ments went live on April 
30. Already more than 
1,500 new businesses 
have registered and 
nearly 1,500 registration 
applications are in prog¬ 
ress. Phase two of the 
portal will launch in late 
August or early Septem¬ 
ber and will allow exist¬ 
ing businesses to manage 
their information from 
the portal. 

The Kentucky Busi¬ 
ness One Stop Portal was 
originally created in 2011 
to simplify and stream¬ 
line business interac¬ 
tions with different gov¬ 
ernment agencies. It is 
as a partnership of the 
Office of the Secretary 
of State, the Finance and 
Administration Cabinet, 
the Cabinet for Econom¬ 
ic Development, and the 
Commonwealth Office 
of Technology More 
features and other state 
agencies will be added 
in the future, the news 
release said. 


Traditionally viewed 
as a male occupation, the 
biomedical equipment 
technician profession is 
seeing a growing trend 
of females entering the 
field.

Their suc¬ 
cess is not surprising as 
many females naturally 
have the traits of atten¬ 
tion to detail, drive, deter¬ 
mination, timeliness and 
professionalism that are 
desirable for a biomedical 
equipment technician. 

MCC has the only 
public biomedical tech¬ 
nology systems college 
program in Kentucky 
and Tennessee. The pro¬ 
gram prepares students 
to repair, maintain, test, 
inspect and manage all 
types of medical equip¬ 
ment and systems, both 
general and advanced in 
design and application. 
Employment opportuni¬ 
ties are available with 
hospitals, clinics, dialy¬ 
sis treatment centers, 
ambulatory care/ surgi¬ 
cal centers, diagnostic 
medical imaging centers, 


home medical equipment 
companies, and medical 
equipment manufactur¬ 
ers. To accommodate 
busy schedules, the BTS 
classes are online and 
only require students to 
complete on site lab activ¬ 
ities one day per week. 

Employment of medi¬ 
cal equipment repairers 
is projected to grow 30 
percent from 2012 to 2022, 
resulting from greater 
demand for healthcare 
services and the use of 
increasingly complex 
medical equipment. An 
individual with an asso¬ 
ciate degree in biomedi¬ 
cal equipment technol¬ 
ogy should have some of 
the best job opportuni¬ 
ties.

The fate of offenders 
in child abuse fatalities 
in Kentucky is about to 
get more severe. 

Senate Bill 102, which is 
among the 98 laws which 
are now in effect, will now 
allow a death caused by 
intentional abuse to be 
considered first-degree 
manslaughter. 

Manslaughter in the 
first-degree is when the 
offender has the intent 
to cause serious physical 
injury to another person 
and causes the death of 
that person, or when the 
offender has the intent to 
cause the death of anoth¬ 
er person but is under 
circumstances that do 
not constitute murder 
because the offender 
acts under the influence 
of extreme emotional 
disturbance, according 
to Kentucky General 
Assembly’s definition 
which is effective today 

While the subject may 
be difficult to discuss, the 
cases of child abuse and 
the number of fatalities 
occurring in Kentucky 
are substantial. 

The Division of Pro¬ 
tection and Permanency 
under the Department 
for Community Based 
Services Cabinet for 
Health and Family Ser¬ 
vices issued a report in 
September 2014 examin¬ 
ing fatalities and near 
fatalities caused by child 
abuse or neglect. 

For the 2014 fiscal year, 
94 percent all cases of 
fatal or near fatal physical 
abuse cases involved chil¬ 
dren ages 4 or younger. 

The report found the 
number of fatalities in 
which abuse/neglect was 
substantiated decreased 
by more than half in the 
last five years. In 2010, 
35 fatalities occurred, 31 
occurred in 2011, 32 in 
2012, 22 in 2013, and the 
number dropped to 12 in 
2014. 

For the number of 
near fatalities in which 
abuse/neglect was sub¬ 
stantiated, there were 51 
cases in 2010, 48 in 2011, 
44 in 2012, 46 in 2013 and 
29 in 2014. 

However, the number 
of abuse/neglect reports 


that were substantiated 
climbed significantly 
over the past five years. 
There were 9,477 reports 
in 2010, 9,595 in 2011, 
9,935 in 2012, 11,288 in 
2013 and 12,120 in 2014. 
These numbers are not 
related to fatalities or 
near fatalities. 

Although it does 
not deal directly with 
child abuse fatalities, 
Pennyrile Children’s 
Advocacy Center in 
Hopkinsville is heavily 
involved in child abuse 
advocacy 

The center serves 
the nine counties in the 
Pennyrile region and 
works to provide a com¬ 
fortable, private, child- 
friendly setting that is 
both physically and psy¬ 
chologically safe for chil¬ 
dren to receive help. 

Those at the center 
say Christian County is 
not immune to the child 
abuse statistics in Ken¬ 
tucky 

In the past two years, 
PCAC has provided ser¬ 
vices to more than 600 chil¬ 
dren who were physically 
and/or sexually abused, 
according to Executive 
Director Candra Barnett. 
The center does not have 
numbers of child abuse 
fatalities or near fatalities 
since it is out of their ser¬ 


vice range. 

The September 2014 
report focused on the 
208 children involved 
in a substantiated child 
abuse or neglect event 
that resulted in the 
child’s death or serious 
injury and the circum¬ 
stances around the event. 

By gender, 59 percent 
of victims were male and 
41 percent were female. 

With ethnicity, 78 per¬ 
cent of victims were 
Caucasian, 14 percent 
were African-American, 
5 percent were from two 
or more races and 2 per¬ 
cent were Hispanic. 

Ninety-eight of the 117 
new laws passed in the 
2015 General Assembly 
go into effect June 24. 
Per the Kentucky Con¬ 
stitution, new laws must 
take effect 90 days after 
the adjournment of the 
legislature, unless there 
is an emergency clause 
attached to the bill or it 
has its own effective date.

Helmets are lifesafers on cycles

I read in the newspaper this morn¬ 
ing where another motorcyclist has 
been killed on a Kentucky highway 
He was not wearing a helmet. 

While I was in the Army, I rode a 
motorcycle all over Europe. I’ve been 
at the throttle of a two wheeler push¬ 
ing one hundred miles per hour in 
the left lane on a German autobahn. 
I was running from a huge Mer¬ 
cedes on my tail flashing its lights 
for me to get out of the way I had no 
place to go. The right lane would be 
clogged with slow moving lorries. 
I’ve driven swiftly and sometimes 
desperately through the narrow and 
twisted streets of the ancient ports 
of Trieste, Ostende, Holyhead, and 
Split. One day I received a harrow¬ 
ing police escort through the large 
port city of Newcastle, England, by 
a motorcycle cop. He was generously 
trying to get me to the ferry before 
it departed. My whole life flashed 
before me. 

I’ve driven a motorcycle across 
our beautiful United States. The eye 
popping scenery along the Snake 
River in Idaho had to be seen from 
a narrow road following the stream 
with mirroring twists and turns. I’ve 
negotiated hair pin curves while rid¬ 
ing on two wheels over the deep crev¬ 
ices in the Rockies. I’ve had snow 
spitting in my face in Montana when 
it was 90 degrees in Kentucky You 
haven’t been drenched and desperate 
at the same time until you are caught 
on a motorcycle in downtown Mem¬ 
phis during a blinding downpour, 
searching frantically for an under¬ 
pass. 

I still have a motorcycle license. 

What does all this have to do with 
anything? I say all that to say the 
following with at least a smidgen of 
credibility All the money in the USA 
couldn’t get me to ride a motorcycle 
without a helmet. It would take even 
more loot for me to put someone 
I love—girlfriend or wife—on the 
motorcycle with me, without a hel¬ 
met. (Almost 90 percent of all motor¬ 
cycle passengers killed are women.) 

My dog Julep used to ride the 
motorcycle with me. If there had 
been helmets for dogs, I’d have had 
one on her. 

There are no fender benders on a 
motorcycle. Only serious accidents. 
I had a good friend who didn’t make 
a curve, ran off the road at moder¬ 
ate speed and took a tumble. He got 
up, said a few words, collapsed into 
a coma and died. The bike was virtu¬ 
ally undamaged. He wasn’t wearing a 
helmet. If he had, he’d be alive today 


There was a heart stab¬ 
bing twist to this trag¬ 
edy He had just bought 
the bike and was on 
his way home to get his 
head gear. 

In 1968, Kentucky 
enacted a helmet law 
for all motorcycle rid¬ 
ers. Then, 30 years 
later in 1998, that law 
was repealed. Now only 
operators under the 
age of 21, those riding 
on learning permits, 
or those who’ve had a 
license for less than one year are 
required to wear helmets while rid¬ 
ing motorcycles. 

Kentucky is listed near the top of 
the states which had the largest drop 
in helmet use after the repeal of the 
law. Shame on us. Kentucky South 
Carolina, and Florida are the only 
states in the South without a helmet 
law. Again, shame on us. 

Here are some facts you need to 
know from the National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration and 
National Center for Injury Preven¬ 
tion and Control. 

Motorcycle fatalities increased by 
over 50% after Kentucky’s helmet 
law was repealed. 

In 2014 there were 1,275 motor¬ 
cycle injuries and 76 fatalities in Ken¬ 
tucky Of those injured, 688 were not 
wearing a helmet. Of those killed, 46 
were not wearing a helmet. 

For every 100 motorcycle riders 
killed in crashes while not wearing 
a helmet, 37 of those 100 could have 
been saved had they been wearing a 
helmet. 

Forty-one percent of motorcycle 
operators and 50 percent of motor¬ 
cycle passengers who died in 2010 
nationwide were not wearing a hel¬ 
met. 

I know this is getting tiresome. 
So we’ll end with this. Nationwide, 
helmets reduce the risk of death by 
37 percent. They reduce the risk of 
head injury by 69 percent. That’s not 
a misprint—69 percent! 

The argument against a helmet 
law is appealing. “My own safety 
is my business. It invades my own 
individual liberty to force me to wear 
a helmet.” 

Of course the reasoning is flawed. 
Motorcycles travel on public high¬ 
ways. Your death or injury upon the 
public highways affects us all. When 
a cyclist goes down on the highway, 
we all go down. The young daugh¬ 
ter growing up without a mother 
is stricken. The elderly and infirm 
father is deprived of an only son. An 
empty chair sits at the holiday meal. 


There are things 
worse than death. A 
perpetual coma or total 
paralysis for years is 
not out of the picture 
for head injuries sus¬ 
tained by a helmet¬ 
less rider. Medical and 
nursing costs can run 
into the millions. Most 
families cannot afford 
it. They keep their loved 
one alive with the help 
of costs shared by tax¬ 
payers everywhere. The 
national economic bur¬ 
den from crash-related injuries and 
deaths in one year alone totals $12 
billion. Your carelessness may well 
become the business of strangers. 

Here’s what Lt. Col. James Cham¬ 
pagne, former Executive Director 
of Louisiana Safety Commission 
says. “You can talk about freedom 
of choice, but when other people 
have to pay for the consequences of 
that choice, then it’s not freedom of 
choice at all.” 

There is another dimension no 
one ever considers. Unless you’ve 
been one of those unfortunate souls 
who have been involved in a fatal 
traffic accident which was not your 
fault, you will not fully understand. 
The person killed would have lived, 
had they worn their seat belt—or 
worn their helmet. You are innocent. 
But you are also a human being. You 
are sensitive to the loss of human 
life in an accident in which you were 
involved. You have sleepless nights. 
Though totally without fault, you 
carry this searing memory to your 
grave. 

The real pros I see on motorcy¬ 
cles today are the ones dressed in 
leather trousers and jackets. And of 
course they are wearing good hel¬ 
mets. Leathers are expensive and can 
be unbearable in the summer. But I 
wouldn’t bike without a helmet if I 
was cruising down the golden streets 
of the New Jerusalem in heavenly 
weather. 

I see the helmetless riders on the 
road today and I cringe. I see the imagi¬ 
nary words written across their backs, 
“it won’t happen to me.” It saddens 
me. These are such nice people riding 
motorcycles today I want to say some¬ 
thing. But I don’t. My wife and grown 
children keep me in ample supply of 
“none of your business.” Instead, I’m 
writing these words. 

So, if you have loved ones who 
ride motorcycles without helmets, 
you might consider cutting out this 
article and giving it to them. Chances 
are very slim that it will do any good. 
But at least you would have tried.

Coal barons get private gubernatorial parade 


Even if you can’t afford to buy a Thoroughbred at 
Keeneland, you can watch the parade of horseflesh 
through the auction ring and the bidding. 

Not so for the candidates for Kentucky governor, who 
paraded privately for coal industry executives recently 
at a resort in Bristol, Va., as the Herald-Leader’s Sam 
Youngman reported. 

Neither Republican Matt Bevin, who routinely releas¬ 
es his campaign schedule, nor Democrat Jack Conway, 
who does not, notified the media of their audience with 
the industry heavyweights. 

Bill Bissett, president of the Kentucky Coal Asso¬ 
ciation, confirmed that he moderated the event between 
Bevin and Conway in front of 100 to 120 representatives 
of coal and other energy interests. 

Republican Jeb Bush, who recently announced his 
presidential candidacy, also appeared before the gather¬ 
ing. 

It would be interesting to know if the discussion 
behind closed doors was more realistic than the “coal 
now, coal forever” rhetoric we’ve been forced to expect 
from Kentucky politicians, including Bevin and Conway 

Bloomberg Business reports that record shale produc¬ 
tion in the eastern U.S. is making natural gas cheaper 
than coal, producing a glut of mined coal. Nationwide, 
coal accounted for 36 percent of electricity generation 
through March, down from 42 percent a year earlier. 
Gas’ share rose to 29 percent from 24 percent, according 
to the Energy Information Administration. 

In Eastern Kentucky and West Virginia, resource 
depletion has pushed up the cost of coal production, 
making it even less profitable to mine and leading to 
more layoffs. 

With the industry on the ropes in Central Appalachia 
and under pressure everywhere, the coal execs will be 
looking for even more favors than usual from state gov¬ 


ernment. 

No word yet on which candidate for governor won the 
bidding, but if history is any guide, the coal industry 
will end up owning them both.

The Pew Research Center for Journalism & Media sets.” 


recently released its “State of the Media” report for 
2015, and some of its findings are surprising, even 
for those of us who are in the industry. 

It seems much of the conversation in recent years 
has been about the shift of readers to digital, espe¬ 
cially mobile. The mantra “print is dead” has become 
cliche. Any time a newspaper announces a layoff in 
its newsroom or a publicly traded company reports 
lower earnings, “experts” line up on television and 
online to write our obituary. 

But according to Pew’s report this year, print is far 
from dead. 

In fact, the study reported that in 2014, 56 percent 
of readers got their news from print only. In total, 
it found, more than eight in 10 of those who read a 
newspaper read the printed edition, at least some¬ 
times. Only 5 percent read newspapers exclusively 
on mobile devices. 

Newspapers have been rightfully criticized for 
not adjusting with the times, and in many cases are 
suffering self-inflicted wounds from years past. We 
were the ones who took to the Internet in the 1990s 
and started giving away our content for free. What 
that strategy mostly accomplished was engendering 
reader expectations that news is free. 

Journalism, if done right, is expensive. And even 
in 2015, online ad revenue does not even come close 
to adequately funding a news operation. There are a 
few online-only news outlets that are making enough 
to keep the lights and servers on. But most of them 
are not in the serious business of reporting. Many 
of them aggregate original reporting done by other 
news sources, basically acting as middle-men who 
don’t pay their suppliers. Others have found their 
own niche. For instance, the majority of the contrib¬ 
utors to the Huffington Post are unpaid. Buzzfeed, 
one of the most widely read online “news” sites, 
made its name and reputation through catchy little 
lists called listicles. A small sample of the headlines 
on Buzzfeed from Saturday include “18 times Hill¬ 
ary Clinton thought the same as you about dessert,” 
“The super charmed life of Instagram’s hottest guy,” 
“Can you guess the ‘Gilmore Girls’ episode based on 
the screencap” and “16 reasons why you should drop 
what you’re doing and stand outside while the sun 


From a business perspective, Buzzfeed is work¬ 
ing. It draws more than 175 million monthly unique 
visitors. It has recently tried to tackle more serious, 
traditional news, with mixed success. 

There are many talented writers on Huffington 
Post, Buzzfeed and the ever-growing number of sites 
that attempt to emulate them. I have clicked on their 
articles several times and enjoyed what I’ve read. 

But with few exceptions, substantive news reports 
that affect our country and the world are still gener¬ 
ated from newspapers. It was a newspaper that first 
started digging and ultimately revealed that 40 U.S. 
Armed Forces veterans had died while waiting for 
care at a Veterans Administration hospital, and ulti¬ 
mately led to revelations of wrongdoing throughout 
the system. It was newspapers that took the informa¬ 
tion from former CIA contractor Edward Snowden 
and did the reporting that put into context the scope 
of the National Security Agency’s collection of infor¬ 
mation on U.S. citizens. Every day, newspapers large 
and small are investigating issues that affect people’s 
lives. 

That work is labor intensive, and labor takes 
money. 

That is why the Pew Center’s 2015 report on print 
readership was encouraging, at least in that aspect, 
because it is still the print product that pays the bills. 
It also shows many of the challenges we have fought 
over the last decade remain or are accelerating. Cir¬ 
culation continues to struggle industry wide. Adver¬ 
tising revenue continues to fall as many companies 
shift their spending to digital. And newsrooms con¬ 
tinue to lose jobs, although at a slower pace than in 
recent years. 

But it is premature to write print’s obituary. 

And that’s a good thing not only for newspapers, 
but for an informed public, and even for the many 
online outlets that continue to “repurpose” and 
“aggregate” our content while siphoning away ad 
dollars. Because when our obituary is finally writ¬ 
ten, journalism’s won’t be far behind, and all we will 
be left with is misinformed opinion and infotain¬ 
ment.

Kentucky must quit cutting education 


As gubernatorial hopefuls Matt Bevin and Jack 
Conway crisscross the state promising to create jobs, 
they should be asked this at every stop: How would 
they revive the progress Kentucky had been making 
in graduating young people from college? 

Almost every state cut funding for higher educa¬ 
tion after the 2008 economic collapse. But few have 
slashed as deeply as Kentucky, where state revenue 
chronically falls short of need, largely because 
an antiquated tax system is in desperate need of 
reform. 

While others have been restoring higher-ed fund¬ 
ing, Kentucky is still cutting — $179 per student in 
2014-15, the most of any state, according to the Center 
on Budget and Policy Priorities. 

It shows. 

After the 1997 Higher Education Reform Act 
infused colleges and universities with new funding 
and purpose, they achieved dramatic results. From 
2000 to 2009, Kentucky ranked first for growth in four- 
year graduation rates, second for associate degree 
attainment and third for growth in three-year gradu¬ 
ation rates from community colleges. 

After cuts of $178 million over the last six years, 
we’re stalling out: The state’s pace of improvement 
fell to 41st, 24th and 44th respectively in the three 
categories. 


Both analyses by the National Center for Higher 
Education Management Systems were commissioned 
by Kentucky’s Council on Postsecondary Education. 

Since 2008, tuition nationally and in Kentucky has 
soared by an average of 28 percent while real median 
income fell. 

Student debt has climbed. But the value of federal 
Pell Grants, the largest source of need-based finan¬ 
cial aid, has fallen. The maximum aid grant now 
covers roughly 30 percent of the average cost of a 
four-year public college, the lowest share in 40 years, 
according to the Washington-based center. 

This eroding support for educating Americans is 
economic suicide in a competitive world. 

Meanwhile, Kentucky struggles to catch up at 
home. Our college attainment rate is about 28 per¬ 
cent versus a 33 percent U.S. average. 

Kentucky is still increasing college graduates, 
but undergraduate enrollment fell last year by 2.5 
percent. The largest decline was among commu¬ 
nity college students, those most affected by tuition 
increases and declining financial aid. 

Kentucky cannot compete for good jobs without 
a better educated populace. Remind your would-be 
governors of that at every turn.

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$14.04 Million Contract Awarded For Mortons Gap Interchange 


Gov. Steve Beshear recent¬ 
ly announced the award of 
a contract for more of the 
improvements needed to 
bring the Edward T. Brea¬ 
thitt Pennyrile Parkway up to 
interstate highway standards 
and eventual designation as 
Interstate 69. 


The project involves recon¬ 
struction of the interchange 
at Mortons Gap. The existing 
interchange will be converted 
to a diamond interchange to 
accommodate traffic moving 
at modern highway speeds. 
Road Builders LLC was award¬ 
ed the contract on a low bid of 


$14.04 million. The project has 
a completion date of June 1, 
2017. The project area covers 
about one mile. 

“This is another impor¬ 
tant step in the 1-69 Corridor 
project through Western Ken¬ 
tucky” Beshear said. “It will 
result in an interchange that 


meets federal interstate stan¬ 
dards and get us even closer to 
completion.” 

Reconstruction of the inter¬ 
change is part of a larger proj¬ 
ect to upgrade a portion of the 
Pennyrile Parkway to become 
part of 1-69. When the corri¬ 
dor is complete, 1-69 will run 


north to south from the Ohio 
River at Henderson to the Ten¬ 
nessee line at Fulton. In addi¬ 
tion to the Pennyrile Parkway, 
the corridor includes sections 
of 1-24, the Wendell H. Ford 
Western Kentucky Parkway 
and the Julian M. Carroll Pur¬ 
chase Parkway. 


Former Caregiver Is Sentenced

That would be elephant-in-the-room 
linkage between the following... 

A Southeastern Conference mid- 
June report boasting unparalleled 
prosperity and payout to 14 schools. 

Along with an encyclical last Friday 
from University of Kentucky’s Board 
of Trustees. To Big Blue Nation 
basketball fans. Essentially, “if you 
want to continue watching the Wildcats 
D-League affiliate play in Rupp Arena, it’s going to cost 
you more.” 

• First, the $EC headline: 14 Southeastern 
Conference schools will receive a record payout 
of $31.2 million this year. “An amazing take of 
$455.8 million last season,” the report said. “The 14 
conference universities are topping last year’s $20.9 
million payout, increasing the take over $10 per school 
for 2015.” 

• Closer to home, June 19, a UK news release said 
its Board of Trustees had rubber stamped an annual 
athletic department budget of $123 million, $15 million 
more than last year.

Don’t overlook proper eye protection

Every angler has at one time or another forgotten 
something in their rush to leave for a fishing trip. 

It’s disheartening when that something is sunglass¬ 
es. Squinting and shielding your eyes for hours takes 
some of the fun out of the experience. 

“More than just the damage or discomfort from the 
bright light, you start getting eye strain because 
you’re squinting to make your pupil even smaller 
because your pupil doesn’t get small enough natural¬ 
ly,” said Dr. Seema Capoor, an associate professor of 
Ophthalmology at the University of Kentucky. “The 
squinting causes brow ache and tension headaches. 
It’s much more comfortable and safer with sunglass¬ 
es.” 

However, not all sunglasses are created equal. The 
best cut glare and make it easier to see into the water 
but also block the sun’s harmful rays. 

Amid a sea of brands and styles and lens types and 
colors at a wide range of prices, it’s easy to become 
overwhelmed by the choices, so stick to some basic cri¬ 
teria when selecting a pair. 

“For something like fishing where you’ve got a lot 
of reflection off the surface of the water and you’re 
out in direct sunlight my recommendation would be to 
go with more of the wraparound style of sunglasses,” 
Capoor said. “Get the good UV filter in the lenses and 
polarization. The anti-reflective coating or mirror 
coating on the outside surface is also very helpful.” 

Look for sunglasses that block 99 to 100 percent of 
ultraviolet rays. 

Ultraviolet radiation can affect different layers of 
the eye and continued exposure without protection 
may lead to permanent eye damage. Regular use of 
sunglasses can slow down cataract formation and less¬ 
en the risks of macular degeneration. They can also 
retard the development of pterygium, an eye condition 
distinguished by a wing-like growth on the cornea that 
can interfere with vision and affect anyone who 
spends a lot of time outdoors, Capoor said. 

“We know it’s associated with exposure to ultravio¬ 
let light,” she said. “Fishermen get it a lot. Farmers 
get it. And closer to the equator where people are at

higher altitudes, they get it. It can start out young and 
then the continued exposure without protection can 
make it progress and get worse. It can require surgical 
intervention.” 

Children and people with light-colored eyes should 
be particularly mindful about wearing sunglasses. 

“Times have changed and there’s more penetration 
of ultraviolet light from the atmosphere than there 
was 30 years ago,” Capoor said. “It is advisable for chil¬ 
dren, especially blue-eyed or light-eyed children, to be 
wearing protective sunglasses now.” 

Composite lenses made from impact-resistant poly¬ 
carbonate material are lighter than glass and ideal for 
anglers. 

Polycarbonate also is the preferred lens material for 
shooting glasses. Protective eye wear is required at all 
shooting ranges on Wildlife Management Areas in 
Kentucky. 

“Things can happen when you’re shooting guns,” 
said Mark Marraccini, spokesman for the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wildlife Resources and an 
experienced trap shooter. “A lot of your automatics, 
whenever the shell is ejected and it comes flying back, 
little hot flecks of burning powder may come out with 
it. They’ll get in the corner of your eye and they’re 
painful. Plus, a lot of times, other people on ranges are 
shooting and there’s the off chance that you can get 
ricochets and deflections or pieces of shot. On pistol 
ranges, bullets shatter when they hit steel silhouettes 
and you can get sprayed that way 

“It’s important to remember that there’s a real seri¬ 
ous explosion at really high pressure that’s happening 
about three inches in front of your face. When you put 
it that way, shooting glasses are extremely important.” 

On the water, polarized lenses are highly recom¬ 
mended for anglers because they sharpen vision by 
reducing glare from the sun’s reflection. 

Darker lenses don’t necessarily block more UV rays 
although they may be preferred by people who are 
extremely sensitive to light. The environmental condi¬ 
tions can dictate the right lens color. 

Gray, brown and green tints are best at providing 
maximum contrast while maintaining clarity and 
offering the most sun protection, Capoor said.

In fact, next week we are partner¬ 
ing with Bass Pro Shops, the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service and the U.S. Postal Service for a special event 
on the first day of sale for this year’s federal duck 
stamp.” 


Most anglers prefer grey, green or amber colored 
lenses. 

Gray is a good all-purpose lens tint that cuts down 
on extremely bright conditions and won’t distort col¬ 
ors. Green also limits color distortion, reduces glare 
and improves contrast in bright sun. Brown and 
amber are versatile tints that cut glare and filter out 
blue light, increasing contrast and sharpness, espe¬ 
cially on cloudy days. 

Yellow reduces glare and enhances depth percep¬ 
tion and contrast in low light or hazy conditions. It is 
considered a better option for shooters than anglers. 

“Different lens colors will help different colored tar¬ 
gets stand out better,” Marraccini said. “In different 
lighting conditions, they make the targets even more 
visible than if you weren’t wearing any glasses at all.” 

We’re taught to apply sunscreen liberally and often 
to protect our skin from overexposure to the sun. 
Sunglasses and shooting glasses are just as important. 
Summer is a great time to shop around for the right 
pair and to remember not to leave them at home. Your 
eyes will thank you.

To Your Good Health

Honey Has Sweet Healing Qualities 

DEAR DR. ROACH: I am diabetic 
and had a sore on my big toe about 
a year ago that wouldn’t heal, so my 
podiatrist sent me to a doctor at a hos¬ 
pital wound center. After three visits, 
the doctor started talking about remov¬ 
ing a bone from my toe, and I refused 
to accept it. 

I came across a catalog that had 
alternative remedies for some health 
problems. One of the items was a 
wound honey, used to treat diabetic 
sores and bed-pressure sores. I ordered 
some and started using it, and within 
three weeks my sore had started to 
heal. I went back to my regular podia¬ 
trist and told him what I had used, and 
he was aware of that type of treatment. 
More can be found out about the heal¬ 
ing properties of wound honey on the 
Internet. 

I felt compelled to share this with 
others who may be facing the same 
problem. It is a far better option than 
amputation. - L.G. 

ANSWER: Honey has been used 
since ancient times for wound healing, 
and modern science confirms it is an 
effective way of treating superficial 
burns and ulcers. It has been shown to 
have antibacterial properties, as well 
as antimicrobial properties, and is a 
potentially useful treatment for many 
burns and ulcers. I have found that few 
of my colleagues are aware of this. 

I have two concerns to pass along 
with your story. First, honey may not 
be appropriate for all types of diabetic 
sores. Honey has been used for superfi¬ 
cial and slightly deeper ulcers, which 
we call stage 2 and 3. The evidence for 
honey in a stage 4 ulcer is less clear. 

Also, one needs to be extraordinari¬ 
ly careful about the quality of medical 
information available on the Internet. 
I strongly recommend starting with 
Medline Plus (www.nlm.nih.gov/med- 
lineplus), which references trusted 
sources for information.

DEAR DR. ROACH: I am an 82-year- 
old male who exercises regularly for 
strength, cardiovascular fitness, agil¬ 
ity and flexibility. I prefer stair-climb¬ 
ing workouts ranging from about 20 
to 115 flights of stairs. I would like 
your opinion on this type of exercise. 
I have what appears to be some moder¬ 
ate knee arthritis and have heard that 
stair climbing can be harmful to the 
knees. I do not experience knee pain 
while climbing stairs. - D.K. 

ANSWER: Osteoarthritis used to 
be called “degenerative” or “wear and 
tear” arthritis, both of which suggest 
that you could be damaging your knees 
from exercise. However, this doesn’t 
seem to be true. Exercise turns out to 
be one of the most important treat¬ 
ments of osteoarthritis, and one that 
shows a significant improvement in 
function and quality of life, far bet¬ 
ter than the medications many people 
take. Most people should start slow 
and build up, but you are exercising 
at quite an intense level. I offer you 
congratulations and don’t recommend 
stopping.
